of foreign production will prevent the profit- 
able importation of that article into this 
country the duty is »ractically prohibitive. 
Senator Aldrich and his supporters and 
Representative Payne and _ his supporters 
would call it: simply “‘protective.” In reply 
to criticism directed against the measure he 
is now carrying through the Senate, Senator 
\Idrich declares that the duty on numerous articles of foreign 
production has been reduced—but not below the protective point ; 
which, to put it in another way, means that the duty is still main- 
tained at a point where it will prevent the American consumer from 
obtaining a given article, produced or manufactured in this country 
to compete with its foreign equivalent, without paying an inflated 
profit to the producer or the manufacturer. 

Senator Aldrich makes this clear. The “regulars” in both 
houses make it clear. Students of tariff legislation have not, as a 
matter of fact, been in need of the information, for this is the policy 
of protection, as it has been understood and carried out by the friends 
ota pre tective tariff tor years. 

At present the bright side of the outlook is to be found 1n the 
fact that there is such perfect understanding among the leaders in 
both houses that when the’ tariff bill which Mr. Aldrich 1s carrying 
through the Senate shall be passed into conference quick work will 
be made of it. That is to say, Mr. Payne, Mr. Cannon and others of 
great influence subscribe fully to Mr. Aldrich’s program—are, indeed, 
heing constantly advised and consulted by the senator—so that when 
the bill is ready for conference, it will have been, to all intents and 
purposes, approved by the House leaders. 

[In some circumstances the condition of things presented here might 
be discouraging. In present circumstances it brightens the prospect, 
for it means a speedier disposition of the measure. Tariff legisla- 
lation out of the way, the country will have a chance to breathe 
more freely, and to think. gAnd with the aid of a proper tariff com- 
nussion, the thinking the country 1s going to do 1n this connection is 
certain to bring about a change in the schedules. which will mean 
ultimately a square deal for the American consumer.

Besides Tegucigalpa, * 
there will be stations at Trujillo, La Ceiba, and Puerto Cortes; that 
is, the principal ports of the Honduran north coast, on the Caribbean, 
are to become the new gateways of Central America. A glance at 
the map will show that the north coast of Honduras forms the natural 
base of independent communication between this country and the 
Central American republics. Honduras, moreover, holds a central 
position, for it borders on all the republics save Costa Rica. It is 
destined to act as a lever for the entire inter-oceanic territory between 
\Jexico and Panama. 

t was here that Columbus first saw the American continent, and 
it is. from here that modern progress can best be introduced and 
spread through Central America. The influence that predominates 
in Honduras is bound to make itself felt very rapidly in Guatemala, 
San Salvador and Nicaragua. At the present time, the prestige of 
the last-named republic dominates the national and international 
affairs of Honduras. This is necessarily a transitory ‘state of affairs 
brought about by military interference, and in view of Nicaragua’s 
recent yielding in the Emery claim, the juncture appears favorable for 
American enterprise. 

No undertaking could better serve the interests of peace and 
order than telegraphic transmission on a large scale and at small 
cost: for what Central America needs above all is communication 
with the outside world and among its own components. Everything 
will change for the better the moment easy and rapid means of 
communication are established, not so much between ocean and ocean 
in a longitudinal sense.

tion to the profits on subway traffic in the metropolis. When it was 
. the municipality itself could go into no more public 
ervice enterprises for some time to come, the statement was made 
that private capital, with reasonable encouragement, would be glad 
» begin where the city left off. On the very heels of this came the 
announcement that private capital was inclined to look askance at 
subway construction, for the reason that the subways already in 
operation were not doing any too well. 
We have now, however, something satisfying as well as tangible. 
The report for the last quarter covers a period in which business in 
general, after the slump of two years ago and its attendant period of 
returned to normal conditions. Kor the three 
months the gross earnings were $3,521,525, an increase of $459.400 
over the corresponding quarter of last year. In the same period, 
Operating expenses increased only $60,589, which left a clear gain 
of $400,000 in the income, or an increase of 17 per cent. 
There are, however, other favorable aspects of the situation. 
The carrying capacity of the subway has not been reached, by any

The Spanish Chamber of Deputies has just appropriated 
$2,000,000 for the reorganization of the postal, telegraph, cable and 
long distance services. The bill includes provision for a postal sav- 
ings bank system, a money-order system, a parcels post, and a reduc- 
tion of postal rates. These reforms are part of a véry comprehensive 
plan which includes public works and education improvements, as 
well as naval and military reorganization, all made possible by the 
favorable financial situation. The budget for next year shows a 
surplus of 42,000,000 pesetas ($8,400,000), due to the operation of 
the revenue reforms, and the impression is that this figure is very 
conservative. The revenues are increasing at a_ highly 
factory rate. 

Spain's political situation has of late shown a marked gain on 
the Republican side. It is also characterized by a certain revival of 
Carlist tendencies. Both symptoms are surprising, in view of King 
Alfonso’s popularity; they are generally regarded as transitory, due 
to the ultra-conservative policy of the Maura cabinet. Particularly is 
this the case with the present ascendency of the radical Republicans 
in Barcelona, where separatist tendencies survive in spite of all 
progress. 

As tor Spain's imperialism, it is now limited to the legitimate 
interests she has in Morocco by geographical position and historical 
association; it is expressed by the possession of a number of strateg1- 
cal coast points, though no longer by large commercial jgtercourse. 
The Algeciras conference has confirmed and defined nde interests, 
while the entente with Iengland and France has helped to guarantee 
them. If there is at present a disagreement of views between Mula 
el Hafid and the Spanish foreign office on the evacuation of the Riff 
territory in northern Morocco, as well as on the privileges of Euro- 
pean traders, or settlers, there certainly is a disposition on both sides 
of the straits to come to an amicable understanding. The entente 
with England and France is not unanimously approved, especially in 
its bearing on the Morocco policy, but it was the means of reintroduce 
ing Spain into the circle of the powers, and, despite certain disappoint- 
Inents, it may be said to be well established.

This season, to an extraordinary extent, representatives anc

in every eight owns its own house. In Philadelphia and St. Louts 
the proportion 1s one 1n five, and in Baltimore and Chicago one to 
every tour. Judging by the increased cost of living and maintenance 
the coming census will doubtless reveal the fact that the number of 
house-owning families has greatly diminished during the past decade. 
In tact, the proportion tends to dimimsh everywhere as cities grow 
larger. In many of the smaller cities more than one half of the 
tfanulies own their own dwellings, and of the larger eastern cities, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia seem to lead m the share of families 
owning homes. In the West, however, it 1s noticed that Chicago and 
some of the other large centers of population greatly exceed the 
proportion of home-owning fanulies of the East. 

[In sections of the United States where building associations 
have been common it has been a comparatively easy matter to acquire 
a home. The same may be said of the plan of ground rent acquisi- 
tions. But the general tendency of the population in these days 
seems to be in the direction of circumseribing home lite within the 
limits of apartments or flats and investing the savings of the family in 
enterprises which ofter larger returns on the investment than can be 
had by owning real estate. In the city of New York it 1s almost 
unpossible for the average householder to attord the luxury of 
owning the house which he occupies, 1f, indeed, he is fortunate 
enough to occupy an entire house.
